Year is that ſpace of time wherein the Sy 
runs his preambulation through the twelvg 
fgasof the Zodiack, containing 1a Solar Months 
13 Lucar. 52 Weeks, 365 Days, 6 Hours; and 
Minntes, which 6 hours in four years ſpace being 
2dded together, make one day, which we com 
monly call BiſextiJe, or Leap-Tear, and is addet 
to the Kallander on the 25 of February, makiry 
that month every fourth year 29 days long 
which at other times is but 28. This: accoun 
was thas named by Fulius Ceſar, the firſt Roma 
Empcror, who reduced the year to a bette 
method than before, and from him it was calic 
the Falian Account, yet ſtill the ix minutes IC 
main un-numbred, which in that time aroſct 
ſome days, and therefore Gregory Pope 6f 0 
to make the year exCtly anſweratle to the Su 
diurnal courſe caſting up the days with tho 
minutes amounted unto, placed his Feſtivals © 
aftly anſwerable to the Suns progreſs, which | 
fixtcen hundred years hath amounted to 10 day 
and iS from him caifed the Gregorian Accour 
being uſed in all thoſe parts bcyound Sea which 
acknowledge the Popes OUPEEIDACY: 
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Queſt . How many Days is in each Momb? 
Anſw. Thirty days bath Septcmber, 
April. Fune, and November, 

All the reſt hath thirty and one, 

Except it be February aloie, 

But every Leap-year at thar time, 
February hath twenty ninc.
